L71HE LEPERS OF CANTON. 
pete age 

For several years past Dr, Andrew Beattie, 
of the American Presbyterian Mission at 
Canton, has been -studying. the needs of 
the many lepers around the city and 
endeavouring to alleviate their sufferings 
and make their lives tess tniserable. Besides 
a chapel and a school, he has a free dispen- 
sary in the leper village of Fat Tung Yun, 
outside of the East gate, which is being sup- 
ported by friends of these poor outcasts, 
The local government supplies them with 
free houses, many of which are new and 
fairly comfortable and, in addition, about 
six hundred of the thousand or more lepers, 
receive three cents cach a day. As Dr. 
Keattie has already pointed out the ma. 
jority have to beg for their living, the 
moncy: given by the authorities being in. 
sufficient to furnish wood for cooking, 
vegetables, clothing and so on. In warm 
weather many of those among whom the 
disease has not wrought it worst havoc, are 
able to crawl up to the city and beg from 
shop to shop carning coough money to pro- 
cure for them but two scant meals a day. 
Visitors to Canton canot fail tu be impressed 
with the loathsome sights ta be witnessed 
in nearly every street and along the water- 
front in the vicinity of the Customs House. 


Those who know the city on its dark side are 
again looking forward to dark times during 
the coming winter, and making preparations 
to relieve the sufferings of a helpless com- 
munity, Last year, in response to his appeal, 
Dr. Beattie received $483 which enabled him 
to give two days’ food to five hundred lepers 
every week for several weeks. He also tells 
us that besides the money contributed a large 
quantity of clothing was sent to him, 
and this together with the funds prevented a 
great deal ofsuffering. Itis recognised that in 
Hongkong there is a considerable amount of 
indiscriminate charity, and were it possible 
to stop the practice a hearty response to 
moredeserving causes would result. ‘The com- 
munity is by no means sparing in its endea- 
vours lo help those who are unable to help 
themselves, and now that another call ts 
made upon the purse of kindness there is 
every hope that it will mect with a hearty 
response. The subscriptions raised on be- 
half of ,the famine-stricken peasants of 
Kwangsi two years ago was a credit to the 
Colony; the cause of the lepers is an abject 
equally deserving of support, and should 
appeal to those who wish to cast a little 
beam of sunshine into the lives of afllicted 
fellow-beings.

With the present number of workers, 
the work already in hand cannot properly be 
carried out, and as there is felt to begreat need 
for increasing the operations in this quarter, it 
is hoped that the situation will be improved by 
making known the deficiency. While on this 
subject, it may be mentioned that thecollection 
cards for the society's New Year offering for 
the support of missionary ships are now being 
sent oul, and those unacquainted with this 
movement may be interested to hear that this 
collection, which is made each Christmas by 
children, resulted last year in close upon 
49,000 being received. The usual autumn 
meetings of the society are now laking place 
all over thé country.
